HOW ORILUA INVESTS 
IN MOSQUITO CONTROL 

Newmarket is experimenting this year with 
mosquito control. The town of Orillia is a pioneer 
in this work and has spent as much as $1,400 on 
oil and labor in a single year. The average ex- 
penditure is $900. This year the expenditure was 
only $400, due to heavy rains interfering with 
the work. Apparently the oiling is all done in 
May. 
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A report to the Orillia town council by Frank 
Glover, apparently chairman of the anti-mosquito 
committee, is interesting:

"On April 20 an inspection of pools on West 
Street (for many years the earliest breeding 
ground) showed no larvae. The water on that 
date, and for several days after, was very low. 
By April 27 larvae appeared in large quantities 
but confined to small pools. The water was still 
low and weather fine. As the larvae were small, 
I considered that April 30 would be early enough 
to start spraying and still leave enough margin 
for rainy days, to complete the first oiling.

In spite of the adverse 
conditions referred to, I consider Orillia has, and 
will enjoy, a large measure of abatement and 
the millions of mosquitoes killed by the oiling 
will retain Orillia's name for mosquito control

the status quo to please himself 
and satisfy some lust for power. 
The two leaders of whom I 
write changed the wfoole course 
of human life without striking 
a blow and from no lust for 

power; and both lived out their 
short earthly lives in one small 
country— a country whose only 
claim to greatness lay in the fact 
that, surrounded as they were by 
peoples who worshipped many 
gods, they alone were, at any 
rate, theoretically true to one 

God. 

The religion of the country 
had become, to a great extent, 
a mere observance of the law as 

laid down by Moses— an obser- 
vance of letter, but not of spirit. 

But all through Israel, there 
was growing steadily, side by 
side with their hatred of their 
Roman conquerors, a feeling 
founded partly on the belief that 
this was the time foretold for a 
Messiah to appear, and partly, X 
think, on the belief that Jehovah 
would not leave his people 
longer to bear the Roman yoke. 

The two leaders were born 

within six months of one another 
— their mothere — cousins. The 

birth of each child was announc- 
ed by an angelic herald, and the 
mission of each foretold by the 
same heavenly visitant. 

One cannot help wondering if 4 
as children, the two boys ever 
met. That their mothers were 
friends we know, for the Blessed 
Virgin visited Elizabeth imme- 
diately following the announce- 
ment of the angel that she, 
Mary, should be the mother of 
the Iong-Iookcd-for Messiah. 

We do not know a great deal 
about the parents of John or of 
the mother of our Lord. 

John's father was a priest and 
John would be trained in all the 
faith of his fathers — he would 
understand that his people were 
to keep alive the belief in one 
God and that some day a deliver- 
er was to arise and save Israel. 

His brief childhood passed, he 
went to the desert to devote 
himself to prayer and contem- 
plation, till the time for his 
mission should arrive, for one 
cannot doubt his father and 
mother often told of the angel's 
visit to Zacharias. 

One thing we know of John's 
father and Christ's mother — they 
were poets. Nothing more beau- 
tiful and inspiring has been writ- 
ten than the outburst of praise 
with which Zacharias voiced his 
thankfulness, and Mary's beauti- 
ful "Magnificat" of praise. 

Of Christ's childhood we know 

so little; but one does know that 

a mother, whose soul could find 

\ voice in words such as hers, must 



And yet, how it drew men to 
hinx Was it that people are 
always ready to listen to any 
new thing? Was it personal 
magnetism? Or was it the divine 
urge in people to seek something 
better than themselves? What- 
ever drew them, they came, and 

coming heard themselves con- 
demned for their evil ways and 
adjured to turn to something bet- 

ter. 

And evidently, the words sank 
deep and they came and came 
again, and so John "prepared the 
path" for the coming of Christ. 
And what a dramatic scene that 
was, when John and Christ met 
and John proclaimed "behold 
the Lamb of God$ -*■-• ; 

Nowadays men are sent out to 
prepare the way for the coming 
of a conqueror — they do their 
work in darkness and they do 
it for reward. 

John knew that with the com- 
ing of Christ, he must decrease 
—his work was done. He had 
nobly fulfilled his mission and 
was content to retire into obscur- 
ity and be cast into prison be- 
cause he would not refrain from 
condemning evil as he saw it. 

And the end of earthly things 
for him? The headsman's axe. 
One would have thought the 
death of a prophet in a small 
country would not live but today 
John the Baptist's name is as 
familiar as the name of our par- 
ents. He led his people to 
repent and make ready for his 

successor. 

And Christ never proclaimed 
himself a conqueror save over 
the great enemy of us all, death! 
He rode into Jerusalem once 
amid the hosannas of his fol- 
lowers—the only bit of pomp 
and ceremony which attended his 
earthly life, and it always has 
seemed to me he allowed him- 
self to be so carried to please 
his followers, as one would 
please children. 

He knew their instability- 
how, at the least sign of danger 
they would (lee— but they had 
their little hour. 

In both Christ and John the 
Baptist personal magnetism must 
have played a great part; men 
were drawn to them. They 
didn't come to their task with 
the beating of drums or flourish 
cf trumpets. They came each 
with his own message; John the 
Baptist's, to repent and be bap- 
tized; Christ's to bring salvation 
—the belief in an eternal father; 
a LOVER of souls, not an aveng- 
ing Deity.

"enemy aliens" in this country, so far removed 
from the immediate war zone, and the danger 
arising from the presence of such persons at 
liberty in Britain. For the moment, the only i 
danger which Canadians need consider is sabo* 
tage of industry. They can worry later about 
the collaboration of enemies within With invading 
armies. 

Whatever course of action the government may 
decide upon, it is to be remembered that natural- 
ized persons of foreign birth and their Canadian- 
born children are British subjects and are 
entitled to every respect and consideration. Most 
of them are just as ready as any of their fellow 
Canadians to bear a share of the present respon- 
sibilities. They are not "enemy aliens." They 
assumed the responsibilities ot Canadian citizen- 
ship and they are also entitled to the privileges 
of citizenship. 

Newmarket has German families and Newmar- 
ket has Italian families. It should not he pre- 
sumed that these people have any more sympathy 
with the aims and methods of Hitler and Musso- 
lini than have decent-minded people anywhere, 
although it would bo unnatural if they should 
wish any harm to the misguided peoples of their 
own blood. Since the war started no one has 
been able to point to any misconduct oh the 
part of Newmarket's Gcrman^>rigiii families. It 
is just as unlikely that there will he any fault 
to find with Italian-origin citizens. All these 
people, we fancy, are ready to show where they 
stand with contributions toward Red Cross or 
refugee work.

Christ church W.A. branch at 
Holland Landing was organized 
in February, 181)0, when Mrs. 
Willoughby Cummings, diocesan 
secretary, Miss Paterson Mindly, 
and Miss Osier of Toronto visited 
the parish for that purpose. "It 
was agreed at that meeting to 
form a branch to further thc 

missionary work of the church/' 

The officers were Mrs. William 
Lane, pres., Miss Annie Chap- 
man, sec, ami Miss Grace Taylor, 
treas. 

Thc meetings were held in the 
large room upstairs at Mrs. J. 
Chapman's. In those early days 
the membership was 18/ meet- 
ings were held every fortnight, 
and clothing for children includ- 
ing mitts and socks were knit 
•and quilts quilted. 

Shortly after thc branch was 
organized, Mrs. Stuart Waison 
took charge of a branch compos- 
ed of the little girls of the church. 
They met at her homo. In those 
days old rubbers were saved up 
in a barrel and sold to the rag- 
man to help buy boots and 
material for thc Indian girl. Her 
name was Ethol-Bull-Back-Fat. 
Canon Morley was rector' at that 
time. Kev. John Farncombe and 
Mr. Trctiholm were in charge of 
thc parish when the branch was 
instituted. The first reprcsenta- 
tie at lite board meetings held 
in Toronto was Miss May Eller- 
by. 

In those early days much mis- 
sionary work was accomplished, 
j assistance was given to the 
Indian children of the Shingwauk 
Home at Sault Ste. Marie, Black- 
foot Mission and Lesser Slave 
Lake- In 1M2 the members of 
the church assisted by the W.A. 
erected a stained glass window 
at a cost of $137 in Christ church. 
Few, if any, of thc original mem- 
bers remain in the parish. With 
the exception of two slight lapses 
in the work, the W.A. has dono 
continuous work in the parish 
since it was organized. ,

Forty 
year-: had Intervened but the joys 
of'tfcOffe early Klondike diys only 
awaited such aa urge and there 
wa.s none other requisite to brio:? 
Dawson, Honanzn, Eldorado. Hun- 
ker, etc., etc-, vividly Into the |dc- 
lure. 

And why relate tho^e incidents 
right now? In the Toronto Olobo 
of yesterday, I fin*t read the 
reference to the death of C. W. 
Ross nmi, turning the I*go, I read 
ail item that mentioned a few 

chapters In the career of Dr. J. IS. 
Turreli. Both of these men 
tramped the trails of the mining 
areas of the Yukon while 1 was 
dally on the same trails. Then 
when The Newmarket Brn was 
opened, I read an Interesting 
article on the theme of the noitli- 
land by your contributor, Golden 
Glow. And these were the item- 1 * 
to which I made reference in my 
opening paragraph. 

Naturally, the question upper- 
most In my mind as I sat and 
thought and again thought over 
thode days tong since listed with 
the past, the desire for expression 
demanded answer as to the place 
at which to make a beginning. 
And after some time and consider- 
ation, I decided to write a b»yV 
story for your boy readers. 

When I reached Skagway en 
route to the Yukon 1 was asked to 
remain for n short while nmi work 
right there until the board of the 
A m e r I c a n Presbyterian church 
could send t\ man to formally take 
over mission work in that part of 
Alaska. That delay resulted In 
some very enjoyable relations with 
some delightful people. Among 
the number was the' mail who was 
there m superintendent of con- 
struction of the White Pass rail- 
way that was to link Ihe head- 
waters of the Yukon river with the 
Pacific port of Skagway. That 
gentlemsn hod his family with 
him for the summer vacation and 
it was li ■ truly delightful home life 
that was thus lived in and for 
Alaska: Among the members of 
the family was the «on, Andy, and 
he was determined to gain as 
much as n 15-year-old American 
boy could gather from a summer 
vacation In Alaska. 
.; It was not long before I was in- 
structed by the lad to- regard him 



There were not the waters of the 
Niagara to deafen one with the 
roaring noises; but there was 
grandeur and many points of deep- 
est interest. But the one for Andy 
was just how we were to surmount 
that cliff. But no boy couti be 
stopped for long before a tantaliz- 
ing rock-face such as that, and it 
was not long before we stood on 
the summit gazing at the marvel- 
lous ice-field before us. 

It was very wide but It was also 
very high and we lost no time In 
merely measuring the expanse, thc 
height and width, but set out to 
reach the top. For the first quar- 
ter of n mile or more wc had little 
difficulty. As the ice melted, a 
certain amount of sediment be- 
come embedded in the surface 
layer and that made It easy to 
place the foot where II would not 
slide. But we soon left all sedi- 
ment behind and we faced great 
heights of clear blue Ice. I had 
never climbed a glacier and had 
neglected asking others who mlgh*. 
have instructed us to have boots 
with sharp nails in the solos and 
to carry ice sticks with us; and 
there we were, clad as we were 
Usual;? clad as we walked about 
on the shore line. 

Hut none of these thoughts 
troubled lay at that stage. We 
were there OH a glacier front for 
the first time In our Jives and 
only one thought troubled us -the 
fear test w© should not reach the 
top. Hut we did arrive In due 
time and then a sight greeted us 
that neither Of us shall ever for- 
get. Miles and miles of bright 
clean ice as far as the eye could 
reach; and as we examined more 
closely the ice beneath our feet, 
we looked deep down into depths 
that surely seemed to he thousands 
of feet deep-great yawning clefts 
In the Ice surface and Its undei 
masses. One sole regret was ex- 
pressed that we had not brought 
skates with us. 

There was no fear of darkness 
In those latitudes at that time of 
thc year; but we had travelled 
light and our scanty lunch had 
long ceased io satisfy the gnaw- 
Ings of hunger and WC now had a 
pressing need to retrace our steps. 
The asceut without creepers hud 
been difficult but we had not 
taken many steps on the down- 
ward slope before we were <»n our 
backs -at times on tho back, but 
at other times, every part of the I 
body sought close contacts with 
the Ice-field. The pace was one 
that would have beaten many 
horses and there seemed to he 
nothing between us and that great 
waterfall. However, we had no 
Inclination to do much thinking, 
Ihe mlml simply did not function. 
And then we were arrested as 
suddenly as wc had been launched 
forth on that mad race, night in 
the course we wero taking was a 
large portion of the mountain 
that had been torn nway and had 
b-.'on slowly borne along by the 
force of the moving glacier; and 
wo were hurled against that Island 
of mother earth. We did not 
stay there long; but long enough 
io pluck some flowers— yes, flowers 
In the centre of u great glacier. 
There was quite n large patch of 
bright flowers. . 

Before leaving that anchorage I 
decided to do everything possible to 
prevent further disaster, I had a 
large knife In my pocket. I opened 
the blade and drove It into the ice, 
then squattln-; and holding to the 

knife. I held Andy's hand with 
my left hand ami in that position 
wc made our way slowly downward 
for what must have been more 
than half a mile. Then we 
approached the tipper line of that 
Ice embedded with stony sediment. 
We h:id been doing so Well, We 
probably became less careful; at 
any rate, when the knife blade was 
thrown out of the Ice by a small 
stone. I was too slow in getting 

once more embedded in tho Ice 



and once more we were off our 
feet and rolling like rocks down 
the face of thc glacier. 
Andy was light in weight and 

in a short time his clothing 
sufficed to bring him to o halt; 
but my weight sufficed to drive 
me over and past alt resistance- 
I was off the Ice and Into the 
rushing water heading for that 
precipice- But right in the centre 
of the stream, and just at thc top 
of the precipice, there was a por- 
tion of thc rock that rose just a 
couple of inches above the water. 
H was worn smooth and was about 
a foot and a half In diameter— 
that w-as all, but It sufficed to 
provide surface sufficient for my 
stout breeches and I was checked. 
My first glance was onward. My 
feet W'ere projecting a few Inches 
beyond the edge; and I do not need 
to write that I looked around to 
see how I could have those fcM 
drawn in and placed once more 
where I might stand on them. 

I still held my knife In my hand 
and there was n small crack in 
the rock at my side and that was 
all that was needed to steady me 
as I rose from my back and re- 
gained my feet, and then slowly- 
waded through the rushing waters 
to dry land. And that ended u day 
such I had never previously even 
dreamed of.
